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VICE-PRESIDENT’S REPORT 


AM sure that I am voicing the feelings of this meeting when I express our 

deep regret that Colonel R. Y. Eaton, our President, is temporarily confined 

to his home through illness. We all wish him a speedy recovery and early 
return to the daily rounds of his various activities. 


As Vice-President, it is my privilege to present a short review of the work 
of the Gallery during 1934. The outstanding feature of last year is to record 
the success of our efforts in raising the subscriptions to build two new gal- 
leries. We succeeded, after considerable delay and some discouragements, in 
getting the promise of the three Governments, Civic, Provincial and Dominion, 
each to contribute one-sixth of the cost, provisional on our raising one-half the 
cost from private subscription. Through the interest and generosity of our 
President, the IT. Eaton Company have undertaken this subscription and one 
of the galleries is being erected as a memorial to the late Mrs. Timothy Eaton, 
and will be named “The Margaret Eaton Gallery.” This again places us under 
a deep debt of gratitude to Colonel R. Y. Eaton, who has continuously through 
his term of office as President, by advice and generosity, helped in the growth 
of the Gallery. The two new galleries are being built partly as a relief measure 
and partly as a very necessary gallery extension. 


The additional wall space has been so badly needed for some years that we 
feel a distinct step forward has been made in bringing these necessary additions 
to a reality. When the last additions were completed and opened in 1926, we 
felt we had space enough for some time to come. Within five years however 
we were in need of more gallery space, and for the past few years our progress 
has been halted by insufhcient room. Even with the additional galleries now 
under construction, we will be forced (especially in the winter months) to 
keep a proportion of our permanent pictures in the vaults. The two new gal- 
leries will however make possible a more coherent arrangement of the pictures 
now owned by the Gallery and our members will be able to sense something of 
the importance of our rapidly growing collection. 


Further growth should not be too long delayed. The lack of a proper 
auditorium is a real handicap to our Educational Department. In the winter 
months there are now as many as seventy-five lectures held in the Long Gallery, 
which was never designed for the purpose, and which places a decided check on 
this important branch of our activities. We hope that other public-minded 
citizens will help the growth of the Gallery to a size and importance worthy of 
Toronto as a great cultural and educational centre. 


The Exhibition Committee have worked constantly and steadily in the 
arrangement of Exhibitions and in the acquisition of works of art to add to our 
collection. Very satisfactory additions have been made to the Permanent 
Collection this year which will be enumerated in detail in the Exhibition Com- 
mittee’s report. In this connection I wish to acknowledge the debt of the 
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Gallery to those of its friends who have enriched the collection by gifts during 
the past year. As a matter of fact, all our purchases, as distinct from direct 
gifts of pictures, are the result of the generosity of friends who, through 
bequests or subscriptions, have provided the Gallery with funds for this purpose. 


The Exhibitions this year have been less varied in point of geography than 
usual, but have been generally concentrated on the painting of the 19th Cen- 
tury and modern work, with the interesting addition of the Centennial 
Exhibition which, together with an exhibition of the works of Cornelius Krieg- 
hoff, proved the most popular show of the year. 


The Educational Committee is again to be thanked fo: the very excellent 
work done this year. In all its branches, children’s and adults’ classes, lectures, 
gallery talks, and circulating exhibitions, the work is maintained at a high pitch 
and is received with enthusiasm. As the result of the support of the Carnegie 
Corporation of New York, the Children’s Art Centre, in its second season, is 
past the initial stages and is a most interesting and useful development of the 
Gallery’s educational work. The Saturday Morning Classes are also developing 
in new and interesting ways, and the admission of numbers of eager applicants is 
only limited by lack of space. One result of our leadership in this field is the 
organization, in various cities and towns of Ontario, of art associations and 
children’s classes which are, most of them, based on our work and are constantly 
in touch with the Educational Supervisor and asking him for advice and 
guidance. 


The Membership Department has again worked very hard to maintain the 
number of our members, and that the net loss is so small, only 37, about half of 
last year’s number, is a matter of congratulation. This compares very favour- 
ably with the experience of other museums whose losses of annual members 
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during the last year are considerable. About half our total losses are due to 
the resignation of members at the end of their first year and, with a membership 
totalling 2,338, it is very difficult to keep in personal touch. It would be a 
great help to the Committee if the members, as a whole, could do more to enlist 
and hold new, members for the Art Gallery. 


The attendance of school children, as classes, has been maintained, being 
24,808, and the total attendance for the year is 151,245, a slight decrease of 
ie 7eeettom 1933. 


The reports of the Committees on Finance, Building and Grounds and 
Public Relations, will detail their activities, but at this point I wish to com- 
mend the work of the Chairmen and members of the Committees in charge of 
the Gallery’s activities. That our position is so firmly established in the com- 
munity is due to the efforts of these men whose attention and time is freely 
given in our interest. 


Not less do we realize the enthusiasm and capacity for hard work shown 
by the staff, all of whom deserve our thanks. 


The Mayor and the Council of the City are always interested in our work, 
and I wish to express our appreciation, not only to them, but also to the Com- 
missioner ot Parks for the excellent condition in which the Park is always kept, 
and to the Chief of Police and his cheerful and capable force, on the many 
occasions in which they have been of service to us. 


Death has as usual taken toll of our membership, and I have to record with 
deep regret the loss of Hamilton B. Wills, one of our Founders, A. E. Ames, 
E. T. Malone, J. H. Plummer, C. O. Stillman, Benefactors, and others, to 
whose families I extend the sympathy of the Gallery.

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SULLEN EARTH By L. A. C. PANTON 
PERMANENTLY LENT BY C.N.E. ASSN. 


The following are summarized reports of the various Committees. 


BUILDING AND GROUNDS COMMITTEE 


No major works were executed during 1934, but a few items of maintenance 
were carried out. The vestibule walls and woodwork were repainted, and 
heavy dark rubber mats put on the steps to the Sculpture Court to make them 
more conspicuous so as to avoid accidents. The boilers and oil burners were 
equipped to burn heavy oil instead of light, which will effect a saving on fuel 
bills. The buildings and, thanks to the efficiency of the Parks Commissioner, 
the grounds have been kept in an excellent state of repair. 


The main work this year has been in the study and criticism of the designs 
for the new galleries now being built. These follow the general scheme as 
laid down by the late Frank Darling, and are expected to be ready for use by 
October next. 


EDUCATION COMMITTEE 


The Educational activities of the Art Gallery of Toronto during the year 
1934, established the fact that the Art Gallery is more than a centre for occa- 
sional lectures and frequent exhibitions. 


It is only a few years since public lectures on art were unknown in the city, 
and study groups, for people who had an interest in such things, were not 
thought of. To-day more than sixty thousand people, children and adults, 
visit the Art Gallery each year directly concerned with receiving some form of 
enlightenment about the nature and practice of art, in addition to the thousands 
who come to view the many and changing exhibitions. 
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The Art Gallery is recognized as a community centre in the best sense of 
the word. The various programmes of classes, daily visits of school children 
from the public schools, study groups, and classes for members, teachers, public 
and children, have been consistently maintained, and the increase in attendance 
and in membership of the Art Gallery is due in no small measure to this interest 
in its educational activities. 


Saturday Morning Classes—The sixth year of the establishment of the 
Children’s Saturday Morning classes shows a continued and steady increase in 
attendance and interest. The friendly co-operation of teachers and principals 
and officials of the Board of Education in these special classes for children of 
public school age is a pleasant feature of the work. More efficient methods 
and increased staff and added experience, have made these lively mornings at 
the Art Gallery a valuable source of early training and in the detection of 
talent in young people. As in previous years, about thirty-six children of 
fourteen years were recommended to, and accepted by the Ontario College of 
Art as scholarship pupils of the Junior Course of the College. 

In the art departments of Technical Schools, and at the College of Art, 
young students who have had the experience and privilege of this early contact 
with the Saturday Morning classes are doing excellent work in modelling, 
painting, design and commercial art. In addition to this professional side, 
which is only a small part of the aims of this class, there are by now thousands 
of children who have passed through the Art Gallery, and these, if only for a 
short period of their youth, have made some contact with art and artistic things. 


More than this, the influence of the classes has spread abroad into other 
provinces of the Dominion and into other centres in Ontario, and the Art 
Gallery of Toronto is looked to for guidance and advice. Members of the staff 
of instruction have been appointed to other centres where classes for children 
have been inaugurated. 

A pioneer in new education in art for children, in Canada, the Art Gallery, 
through its children, moves out to meet the interests of adults. More than 
ninety-two per cent. of the public schools of the city are represented through 
their children at the Saturday Art Gallery classes. More than nine hundred 
children were enrolled in these classes during 1934. 

Summer Classes for Children—During the Summer the classes for chil- 
dren—from seven to fourteen years—were held during July and August four 
days per week. Miss Pepper and Mr. Gordon Webber were in charge during the 
absence of Mr. Lismer and Miss McCullough. More than four hundred children 
attended. 

Daily Visits of School Children—Since February, 1929, daily visits of 
public school children have been consistently carried on as a part of the cur- 
riculum of public instruction. The Toronto Board of Education have main- 
tained a definite and regular programme of successive visits of four classes per 
day, who attend for one hour of art appreciation with the pictures on view, 
and with Miss Margaret Wilson as able guide and teacher. The Art Gallery 
thank the members of the Board of Education and the many inspectors, 
principals and teachers who have expressed their appreciation of this kind of 
visual education, and its value to the children of their schools. 


Nearly 25,000 children attended during 1934 in this connection. 


Children’s Art Centre, at 4 Grange Road—The Art Centre is the edu- 
cational “annex” of the Art Gallery, where a more intensive study of children’s 
creative efforts is made. It is now in its second year. From all over the city 
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children come at regular periods to draw, to paint, to design, to work in clay, 
and to make puppets and plays. They are drawn from many and varied kinds 
of children, and they are graded in age levels from two year olds to fourteen 
and fifteen, and from there to adult university and member’s groups. About 
twenty-five separate groups attend during the week for the purpose of study 
and guidance. 


The nursery classes are the most recent development. These are for children 
from two to four years. At this age children provide many aspects of interest- 
ing study in their reactions to various materials and subjects. But every child 
at any age is an individual with, ideas, and the fascinating change from concepts 
to reality, from imaginative efforts to realistic interpretations of subject matter 
is a consistent growth in which the physical, idealistic and active nature of the 
child is revealed in their drawings and designs. The Art Centre is a sort of 
activity school in which new education in art finds an outlet through hundreds 
ot children. The instruction and materials provided are free to all. 


For adults there are similar groups drawn from members of the Art Gallery 
and others, who study in a similar manner. Examinations, professional and 
vocational skills are unheard of at the Art Centre. The aim is recreational and 
for personal enjoyment. The fact that such a centre is developing contacts 
with sociological associations and societies working for child welfare and leisure 
time occupations is natural and consistent with the purpose of the Art Centre. 
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More than 250 members, either personally or through their children, partici- 
pated in the Art Centre classes and study groups during 1934. 

An interesting phase of the activities of the Art Centre was the organiza- 
tion of unemployed groups of men and women who met three times a week for 
recreational days and evenings of music, folk songs and dances, talks on art and 
practical study. This experiment has developed the initiative and interest 
enough to build and operate their own Art Centre in the east end of the city. 

The house is being slowly decorated by the children and the equipment and 
staff brought to a more efficient state. The many details of exhibitions, classes 
are too numerous to detail here and members are invited to visit the Children’s 
Art Centre to see for themselves the groups in action. 


Miss Freda Pepper is in charge of the work at the Art Centre, and has ably 
carried out the many and exacting duties.

A special Friday afternoon lecture series was given in February and March, 
free to the public. Professor Longman, on “Van Eyck,” Professor MacCallum, 
on “Rembrandt,” Miss Helen Kemp, on “Holbien,” Mr. Baldwin, on “Inigo 
Jones” and Mr. Lismer, on ‘Peter Brueghel,” were the speakers. 

At the Art Centre, special Tuesday evening lectures to members have been 
given by Mr. Baldwin, Professor Longman, Elizabeth Wood, Rene Cera, Yvonne 
Williams, Norah McCullough, Mr. Peter Haworth, Professor MacCallum and 
Mr. Lismer. 

In addition to these, the educational staff gave many lectures in the city and 
in various outside centres, to teachers, church organizations, Home and School 


Clubs, and schools. 


Adult Groups—The visits of adult groups to the gallery are too numerous 
to record in detail, coming from many societies and study groups in the city. 
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OLD HOUSES By PETER C. SHEPPARD 
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This is an active part of educational work. Children’s groups from schools are 
frequent in addition to the daily visits under the plan of the Board of Educa- 
tion of the city. 


Members’ Groups and Classes — Tuesday Evening, Friday Evening, 
Thursday Morning, are given over to study groups and practical art classes for 
the members themselves. Whilst these may appeal to only a few of the mem- 
bers in comparison to the large bulk of membership, they have been consistently 
held and obviously enjoyed by members, both at the Art Gallery and at the 
Art Centre. 


The use of the building is offered by special arrangement, to groups inter- 
ested in Art and in the environment of the Art Gallery. This privilege is 
extended only to organizations and clubs, and not to individuals. Among those 
taking advantage of this privilege are found such well known organizations and 
societies as the Dames Club, Big Sisters Association, Graduate Nurses, Associa- 
tion of Architects, United Empire Loyalists, St. Saviour’s Order, York Pioneers, 
Eaton Girl’s Club, High Park Study Club, Bach Society, School of Architecture, 
Durham Club, Peterborough Normal School, Toronto Normal School, Unem- 
ployed Group, American Water Works Convention, Canadian School of Mis- 
sions, 1.O.D.E. General Gordon Chapter, Neighborhood Workers Association, 
Toronto Home and School Council, Bloor United Church Women’s Club, 
Young Men’s Christian Associations, Junior Leagues of America Convention, 
American Museums Association, Ontario Medical Association, Civic Recreation 
Group, Graphic Arts Society, Murray Club, University College Group. 


Library and Loan Exhibitions—This is a reference library only, for the 
use’ of members, students and the public. It is not sufficiently used, although 
it is now a most valuable collection of modern works on art. 
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The loan exhibitions are in constant demand, and other and varied items 
are being added to the list of exhibitions that may be borrowed. These go all 
over the province and to many institutions, schools, etc., in the city. During 
1934 there were more than eighty loan exhibitions made from the Art Gallery 
collection of prints, photographs, posters, children’s drawings, etchings, block- 
prints and reproductions. 


The lantern slides collection has been considerably increased in range and 
number and is in constant use in the city and other centres in Ontario. 


Exhibitions of Children’s Drawings, Designs, etc.—Special exhibitions 
of the drawings and paintings by Toronto children at the Saturday Morning 
classes, and from the children’s Art Centre have been sent to exhibiting points 
near and far: to South Africa, for exhibition at Cape Town, Johannesburg, and 
other cities in the Union; to the International Exhibition of Children’s Paintings 
at Rockefeller Centre, New York, in November, as part of a collection of more 
than five hundred exhibits which have been collected from all over the world, 
and which were sent on tour; to many centres in Ontario, to Oshawa, Corn- 
wall, Ingersoll, Ottawa, Sarnia, Smith’s Falls, North Bay and innumerable 
exhibitions in Toronto and other provinces of the Dominion, small collections 
of child art have been sent. These have contributed in no small measure to the 
development of similar efforts and to the establishment of art associations in 
these cities. 


Several series of lectures for teachers have been given—a series on picture 
study by Mr. Lismer, lectures by Professor Thomson on “Robert Holmes,”’ 
by Professor Mcilwraith on “Myths and Legends of the B.C. Indians,” and on 
“Tom Thomson, Canadian Painter,” by Mr. Lismer—in addition to many visits 
of teacher groups from Toronto and other centres in Ontario. 


During the summer of 1934, Miss Norah McCullough, the Educational 
Secretary of the Gallery, was granted leave to attend the Courtauld Institute in 
London for study, and also visited Italy. 


The Educational Supervisor was invited by the South African Government 
to attend an international conference of the New Educational Fellowship in 
South Africa to lecture on Child Art and Teacher Training in Art. The con- 
ference was held in Capetown, and again in Johannesburg, following which Mr. 
Lismer lectured in every state of the Union and visited Art Galleries and 
Museums in many cities. 


The Carnegie Corporation of New York, to whom the Art Gallery is 
indebteded for financial support for educational work, has renewed the annual 
grant for a second year. The Art Gallery wishes to acknowledge with gratitude 
and appreciation their invaluable aid in the work of encouraging art apprecia- 
tion and education in Toronto. The influence of the Art Gallery is widespread, 
and growing year by year. 


This support, however, cannot be expected to last forever, and the Art 
Gallery is seeking other interests and means of support. In a measure this is 
forthcoming from the members themselves, and their subscriptions help mate- 
rially in the general educational work of the Art Gallery. By their interest 
and attendance the work has been made possible. For them, the Art Gallery 
provides a generous programme of educational character, monthly, and to 
which the educational committee invites their attention and full participation. 
The educational staff is always at their service, and request suggestions for the 
development of groups and members’ children’s classes, etc.

EXHIBITION COMMITTEE REPORT FOR 1934 


Last year being the Centennial year of the City, the general trend of our 
exhibitions was more local than usual. No less than six main exhibitions of 
Canadian work were held though in the smaller accompanying exhibitions there 
was more variety. The two exhibitions arranged through the National Gallery, 
French Painting of the Nineteenth Century, and Contemporary American 
Painting, were both fine collections and are examples of what can be done by 
the collaboration of the National Gallery, the Art Association of Montreal, 
and the Art Gallery. 

The attendance for 1934 is slightly less than for 1933, 151,245 as against 
152,997. Judging by the monthly attendance records which follow, the Cen- 
tennial Exhibition was by far the most popular.
